The building was soon a mass of 


flames and the, fire spread to tbe big 
six-story building adjoining on the east 
occupied by Bowen, Duugan & Com- 
pany, dealers in millinery goods. This 
structure was also soon entirely con- 
sumed. By this time the. buildings on 
the west of the May building, occupied 
by John W. Culver & Co., manufactur- 
ers of millinery goods; Philip Quell- 
wasser, Importer of furs; a bicycle firm 
and a manufacturer of pneumatic car- 
riages, were also in flames and could 
not be saved. To the west of these 
structures Is the eight-story building 
of S. Abeles, wholesale dealer In milli- 
nery goods, which narrowly 
escaped 


destruction. The contents were soak- 
ed with water.

A DIFFICULT PROBLEM.

herd while the Jaguar dropped off and 
went back ta the heifer as before 
j He scarcely had taken his position 
behind the carcass when lie was called 
once more to defend It and this time I 
saw that it meant serious business for 
him 
The newcomer was an old Texas 


bull of the wild cattle variety with 
long horns pointing forward, he had 
an ived late but was full of fight As 
he came on the jaguar who perhaps 
was tired of fighting did not attempt 
to spring upon him, but at the last mo 
ment jumped away 
The bull followed 


him up darting at him with his horns 
and showing an agility astonishing m 
so heavy an animal 
For a minute or 


eo the jaguar dodged his rushes, then 
turned and broke on the Jump for the 
wooded bank of Alamosa creek a mile 
away
